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This will be an involved explanation, but the History of this 
Family gets a little complicated. James W Goodman married, Mar 
20, 1837, Mobile Co, Ala, Caroline L Sossaman and Sarah Louise 
Goodman (James' twin sister) married Duke W Goodman (a cousin). 
James and Duke were both merchants in Mobile and Duke owned 
property in Ms: a plantation near Biloxi and a plantation near 
Mathersville (possible James owned this one). James & Caroline 
and children are listed in the 1850 Mobile Co, Ala and the 

1850 Wayne Co, Ms Census. Duke and Sarah Louise had two 
children, both died young, and are buried in Magnolia Cemetery, 
Mobile. Apparently they could not or decided not have any 
other children and thus they adopted Sarah Louise (dau of James 
and Caroline), Feb 9, 1850. (Sarah Louise was born Oct 28, 1845 
and is listed in the household of Duke Goodman, in 1850, age 5.) 


Between 1850 and 1860 Duke's wife, Sarah Louise died (I believe 
she is buried in Mobile but not in Magnolia Cemetery) and in 
18460 James died. On Sep 4, 1860 Duke officially adopted Ann 
Caroline and wishing to keep the children together, Duke and 
Caroline Sossaman (James' wife) were married Mar 7, 1861. 

Thus Sarah Louise, Jr and Ann Caroline were Duke Goodman's 
legitimate heirs.

Have not located Eddie O. Lott 
in the 1880 or 1900 Census.

Ann Caroline, Called Carrie is buried in Stagg 
Cemetery, tombstone readss Carrie wife of W.1. 
Dabney June 7, 1846 - Oct 22, 1877.
